RAIL WAGE COM PROMISE 
T he close of the rail wage con­ 
ference a t Chicago left labor and 
m anagem ent in the same approxi­ 
m ate positions they occupied when 
negotiations were started alm ost a 
fortnight before. 
Labor, 
desp.te 
Its pronouncem ents, expected n o th ­ 
ing better than continuance of the 
10 per cent reduction 
from 
its 
existing 
wage 
scale. 
M anage­ 
m ent, which also m ade claims be­ 
yond its power to realize, could not 
have expected railroad 
labor 
to 
take another cut. 
N either side can claim victory, 
although on a bas s of wage scales 
labor’s theoretical 10 per cent cut 
represents what is probably a bet­ 
ter th an average bargain 
How­ 
ever. it was shown a t the confer­ 
ence th at the actual loss of wages 
is closer to a 20 per cent averuge, 
due to layoffs and part-tim e em ­ 
ployment. The cheering thing about 
the agreement reached is th a t it 
represents a compromise, not a vic­ 
tory, 
H ad either side possessed the 
power to win victory according to 
its views 
there would have been 
harm inillcted on the other side. 
Of greater significance than the 
details of the 
agreem ent, 
which 
runs three 
m onths 
longer 
th an 
m anagem ent’s favored period and 
three m onths short of the period 
asked by labor, is the fact Ural it 
lc another and an outstanding ex­ 
ample of w hat 
has 
become 
the 
modern way of settling issues be­ 
tween management and labor. 
It 
has become so common, as a m at­ 
ter of fact, th at it Is easy to lose 
sight of the bitter controversies of 
the past. 
Men have not settled wage ques­ 
tions around a conference table al­ 
ways. 
There 
have been times 
m any 
times when 
management 
and labor were opposing groups of 
irreocncylablca, who would 
rather 
fight to the death 
than 
become 
parties to a compromise. 
No regret 
is felt for the gradual disappear­ 
ance of th at method, which tended 
constantly to upset the balance of 
adjustm ent between employer and 
workman. 
There is no disgrace in stalling 
for time. 
Railroad labor does not 
know what the future holds and 
neither 
does 
m anagem ent. 
By 
m aintaining the status of the last 
year for nine more m onths they 
have thrust the subject of wage 
policy into the future, where it be­ 
longs m this period of uncertainty.
